S. Réport for First Six Months of 
1923 Covers Permits to Children 
From 14 to 16 Years.

\WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—In 28 
out of 30 cities for which figures 
were obtained, the Children’s Bu- 
reau of the United States DepaW- 
ment of Labor announced today, 
there was an increase in child labor 
for the first half of 1923 as com- 
pared with the same period in 1922. 
St. Louis shows an é¢ncrease of 42.7 
per cent. This represents the in- 
crease in the number of work per- 
mits givetrto children from 14 to 16 
years of age under the State child 
labor laws.

Ten foreign nations have notified 
the St. Louis Air Board that they 
will have official representatives at 
the International Air Races, to be 
held next Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, at S&, Louis Field, near 
Bridgeton, St. Louis County. The 
Governments to be represented are 
Japan, Italy, Czecho-Slovakia, Great 
Britain, Siam; Spain, France, Brazil, 
Peru and the Philippine Islands 

These foreign representatives will 
be guests.of honor at the annual 
aeronautic banquet the night of Oct.

Field in Good Shape. 

Col. A. T. Perkins, under whose 
direction as chief engineer of the 
Air Board 260,000 cubic yards of 
earth were graded and shifted to 
level the fleld, yesterday had several 
men at work leveling rough spaces 
created by recent heavy rainfall, and 
he announced that the field now was 
in the finest possible condition. 

Contestants ‘entered in the various 
events continue making trial flights 
around the 30-mile triangular race- 
course and are otherwise getting ac- 
quainted with the field and the sur- 
rounding terrain.

Engineers and Firemen in 
Buildings and Plants Ob- 
ject to Individual Penalty 
for Violations. 


CONTENTED MEN CAN 
HELP, IS UNION VIEW 


Sidney R. Baer, Representing 
Retail Merchants, Tells of 
Annual Smoke Damage fo 
Store. 


Among 50 persons appearine~last 
night. before the Public Safety Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen at 
the committee's first hearing on the 
new ordinance designed io reduce 
smoke in St. Louis were a number 
of engineers and tiremen employed 
in boiler plants—the men who pro- 
duce the smoke. 

They said, in general, that as citi- 
zens they desired te help reduce 
smoke. Unanimous!y they were of 


the opinion ifiat the best smoke-con- 


suming device was “contented men in{ 
the boiler room." Tney opposed two 
provisions of the new wordinance— 
one reducing the peciod in making 
fires duri which @?nse smoke is 
held to Be unavoidable anl permis- 
sible from eight to six minutes; the 
other, the clause penalizing the fire- 
man or engineer as well as the plant 
owner for violatiors. 

Joseph B. Conroy, représenting the 
union of stationary Nremen; said 
that, as practical mo, firemen knew 
that six minutes was too short a pe- 
riod for making fires. E. L. Ohle, 
chairman of the Supervisory Com- 
mittee of Engineers for Smoke 
Abatement, later contradicted this 
opinion. Conroy was of the opinion 
that if, through !aziness or stupid- 
ify, any fireman was responsible for 
# smoke violation, the remedy wss 
to fire the fireman, not penalize him. 

lls Penalties Unjust. 

Charles Cassidy, representing the 
union of stationary engineers, com- 
plained that penalties upon the fire- 
man or engineer would be unjust iIn- 
asmuch as they had nothing to say 
in the choice of coal and that many 
of the firemen were called upon to 
operate improper plants—plants that 
could not be operated smokelessly. 
He also opposed the qualification that 
the Smoke Commissioner created by 
the ordinance and his assistant must 
be mechanical engineers. He said 
that practical men were needed. 
“Pretty soon,” he observed, “a man 
must be a college graduate to cast 
his ballot.“ It was Cassidy who 
summed up Khe problem of smoke 
elimination as “contented employes 
in the boiler room.’ 

He also opposed the creation of @ 

oke enforcement bureau ‘vith 
Aght inspectors on the ground that 
he was opposed generally to creat- 
ing more city jobs. “We don’ t need 
more inspectors,” he said, ‘‘we need 
practical inspectors in the places of 
carpenters, barbers an@®@ bartenders.’

The action of the German Gov-, 
ernment was taken when news of, 
the appointment of Dr. von Kahr as 
military dictator of Bavaria was re- 
ceived, and the proclamation issued 
was intended as an offset to the 
Bavarian manifesto. 

Criticism of Ruhr Policy. 

Bavaria’s action was wholly un- 
é&Xpected and the Berlin Government 
leaders were at first at a loss to ac- 
count for it. Although it is not 
viewed as a studied affront to the 
Central Government, the manner in 
which it was made was construed as 
a piece of censorial criticism of the 
way in which the Berlin Govern- 
ment had called off passive resist- 
ance in the Ruhr. 

This view prevailed, ‘despite as- 
sertions from Bavaria that her 
measures were prompted by the sus- 
picious activities of the guards of 
Adolph Hitler, the National Social- 
ist leader, and their allied organiza~ 
tions. 

Official opinion in Berlin inclines 
to the belief that Dr. von Kahr will 
be able to cope with the situation 
in Bavaria and that the outbreak 
here is unlikely to extend beyond 
the Bavarian frontiers, despite the 
noisy agitation of the = factions 
classed as “super-patriots,” whose 
fighting strength is assegted to be 
grossly overestimated. 


Constitutional Rights Restricted. 


The Von Knilling Government in 
Bavaria is believed here to be able 
to rely on the Bavarian police and 
in an emergency it also would re- 
ceive the support of the Reichswehr 
formations garrisoned in Bavaria. 

As a further ally, it is pointed out 
the Bavarian Government may count 
on the unarmed support of the So- 
ciglists and the trade unlons which 
are in a position to proclaim a gen- 
eral strike.

Very 
well Under this rulé the following example 
s given: “Industry, honesty. frugality. and 
temperance are among the cardinal virtues.” 
The comma.-after frugality is entirely unnec- 
essary and had better be omitted. 

If the sentence read ‘‘Industry and honesty 
and frugality and temperance are among the 
cardinal virtues” you wouldn't use any com- 
mas at all, would you? Evidently the comma 
is used to mark the omission of the word 
“and.” 

Or if only two things were mentioned— 
“frugality and temperance are among the 
cardinal virtues"’"—no eomma is needed. How 
funny it would look to write “Frugality. and 
temperance are among the cardinal virtues'”’ 

Don't use any comma unless the sense re- 
quires it—that fs a good general rule.
